1 . FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF STATEMENT BY SOCIALIST INTER- 
NATIONAL PRESIDENT WILLY BRANDT AND AUSTRIAN CHANCELLOR 
BRUNO KREISKY RELEASED JULY 10 FOLLOWING DISCUSSIONS AT 
VIENNA WHICH INVOLVED THEM, EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT ANWAR SADAT 
AND CHAIRMAN OF ISRAELI LABOR PARTY SHIMON PERES. ACCORD- 
ING TO CHANCELLERY, TEXT IS ORIGINAL ENGLISH DRAFT FROM 
WHICH TRANSLATION INTO GERMAN WAS MADE. 

2. (BEGIN TEXT) WE ARE HAPPY TO BE INSTRUMENTAL IN BRING- 
ING ABOUT A MEETING BETWEEN PRESIDENT ANWAR SADAT OF THE 
EGYPTIAN ARAB REPUBLIC AND SHIMON PERES, CHAIRMAN OF THE 
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ISRAEL LABOUR PARTY. OUR INITIATIVE WAS INSPIRED BY THE 
CENTRAL PRINCIPLES OF THE SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL REGARDING 
THE SETTLEMENT OF INTERNATIONAL CONFLICTS BY PEACEFUL 
DIALOGUE IN A SPIRIT OF HUMAN SOLIDARITY. 

WE HOPE THAT THE ENCOUNTER BETWEEN PRESIDENT SADAT AND 
CHAIRMAN PERES MAY HAVE CONTRIBUTED TO A CLEARER UNDER- 
STANDING OF EACH OTHER'S POSITIONS. 
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WE BELIEVE THAT WE CORRECTLY INTERPRET THE CONSENSUS OF 
THE SOCIAL-DEMOCRATIC MOVEMENT IN SUGGESTING THE FOLLOWING 
PRINCIPLES FOR THE SETTLEMENT OF THE MIDDLE EASTERN DIS- 
PUTE. IN THE LIGHT OF IT WE INTEND TO PROPOSE TO THE 
BUREAU MEETING OF THE SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL WHICH WILL 
TAKE PLACE IN PARIS IN SEPTEMBER 1978 THE FOLLOWING: 

ONE. PEACE BETWEEN ISRAEL AND THE ARAB STATES CAN ONLY BE 
ACHIEVED BY SINCERE AND SUSTAINED NEGOTIATION. WE URGE 
EGYPT AND ISRAEL TO RESUME THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS THAT 
WAS SUSPENDED IN JANUARY 1978 AND TO MAINTAIN THE SADAT 
INITIATIVE UNTIL PEACE TREATIES ARE CONCLUDED AND SIGNED. 

TWO. PEACE MUST BE BASED ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NORMAL 
AND FRIENDLY RELATIONS BETWEEN MIDDLE EASTERN STATES IN 
THE DIPLOMATIC, ECONOMIC, CULTURAL AND HUMAN FIELDS. 

PEACE MEANS MUCH MORE THAN THE TERMINATION OF A STATE OF 
WAR. IT INVOLVES THE CREATION OF A NEW SYSTEM OF REGIONAL 
RELATIONS BASED ON CLOSE COOPERATION. 

THREE. AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT IN THE PEACE SETTLEMENT IS 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF SECURE BOUNDARIES IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 242 AND 338. ISRAEL WOULD 
WITHDRAW IN EACH SECTOR TO THE SECURE BOUNDARIES THUS 
AGREED. THE EXACT LOCATION OF THE PEACE BOUNDARIES REMAINS 
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TO BE DETERMINED IN THE PEACE NEGOTIATION. THERE SHOULD 
ALSO BE PROVISION FOR DEMILITARIZATION AND FOR ISRAELI 
SECURITY MEASURES IN SUCH AREAS AS THE NEEDS OF SECURITY 
CALL FOR. 

FOUR. THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE REQUIRES THE RESOLUTION 
OF THE PALESTINIAN PROBLEM IN ALL ITS ASPECTS. IT MUST 
INVOLVE RECOGNITION OF THE RIGHT OF THE PALESTINIANS TO 
PARTICIPATE IN THE DETERMINATION OF THEIR OWN FUTURE 
THROUGH NEGOTIATIONS IN WHICH THEIR ELECTED REPRESENTATIVES 
WOULD TAKE PART. 

WE AND OUR COLLEAGUES IN THE SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL ARE 
WILLING TO AID OUR EGYPTIAN AND ISRAELI COMRADES TO MAIN 
TAIN FURTHER INFORMAL CONTACTS SUCH AS THOSE THAT HAVE 
BEEN HELD IN SALZBURG AND VIENNA. WE URGE OUR EGYPTIAN 
AND ISRAELI FRIENDS TO MEET EACH OTHER FOR CONSULTATION 
AND DISCUSSION AS OFTEN AS POSSIBLE. END TEXT. WOLF 
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
